- This debt,. though great, has now assumed something 
jikt a tangible shape. It consists of the State loan, amounting to 
$70,000, the three percent. fund, borrowed, being $19,369 59, and 
such outstanding Auditor’s Warrants ás yet remain unredeemed; the _ 
last of which, according to the report referred to, ought not toexceed _ 
$8,317 20. The resources of the State are considered amply suffi- 
cient to enable her to discharge the whole of this loan at or béfore 
the time agreed on for its final payment, tbe Ist day of January 1834. 
There appears to be a discrepancy between the reports of the Au- 
-| ditor and Treasurer, as lately made. The Treasurer makes the State 
debt $107,471 04, exclusive of such outstanding Auditor’s Warrants 
and f.oan Office Certificates as were issued prior to 1823; while the 
Auditor, as before stated, makes this debt amount to but $97,686 79. 
The Auditor supposes the difference io arise,.in part, from the fact of 
Audilor’s Warrants to the amount of $18,278 13, having been paid 
| into'the Auditor’s office, prior to the passage of the act of the Legis- 
lature requiring all monies received for Loan Office debts ta be paid 
| into the Treasury. As the reports of these officers will doubtless be 
| laid before you, giving their views on this important subject, it is yn- 
| necessary for me to dwell longer upon it. ` 
| The nett revenue which will be received into the Treasury during 
| the present year, is estimated at $60,000. Add to this, $14,869 58, 
| the amount reported as being inthe Treasury on the first day of Octo- 
‘| ber last, and there will be $74,869 68, subject to the disposition of the - ` 
| government. The expenditures ofthe government for the next year, 
jncluding the expenses of the present session of the General Assembly, 
are estimated at from $40,000, to 45,000. This will leave a balance 
in the Treasury of from $29,000 to 34,000, applicablé to the payment 
| of the State debt. The expenditures for the year 1832, will not, it is 
supposed, exceed $30,000. Should the revenue, then, of 1831, equal 
| that of the present year, of which no doubt is entertained, it will at 
| the close of the year 1831, leave a balance in the Treasury applicable 
| to the reduction of the State debt, of about $30,000. 
| By the reports of the Auditor and Treasurer, it appears that the 
| whole amount of the Loan Office Certificates’ issued under the au- _ 
thority of the State, is $184,788; and the amount redeemedby the 
| State is $188,647, being $3,859 more than appears to have been ori- 
| ginally issued. Besides this there are upwards of $5,080 of these 
‘Certificates known to be in the hands of agents of the United States . 
| at St. Louis, making an aggregate of more than $9,009, over and 
| above the amount said to have beenissued. ‘This,subject will, I pre- - 
| sume, be fully laid before you by the Auditor and Treasurer; and will _.

These outrage 
necessarily excited out citizens against the Indians, a party of whom 
visited their encampment to reclaim the property which had been 
- stolen and to require them to move hegond the limits of the State. 
Finding the Indians prepared for action, a conflict ensned,in whie 
three of our ‘citizens were kilfed and. four wodaded. one of who 
subsequently died of his wounds. Oan the part of the Indians, it i 
said there were from four to six killed, and some wounded: Whei 
this intelligence reached the interior, it caused a general excitement 
among the people. More than two hundred men assembled at Pay- 
ette, and marched immediately towards the scene of these transactions, 
As soon as these events were made known to me, I approved of the 
course that had been taken, and ordered the trodps to proceed wit 
all possible despatch to the frontier, and chastise the offeuders if 
fou td, The Indians, however, fled with much precipitation beyont!

The reduction ofthis enormous duty on tobacco, and the 
almost prohibitory duty on provisions, is of the highest moment te

‘Pettis,-in answer to_ the let- 
ter addressed to him, observes, he waited on the Secretary and was 
informed by him, “that “he considered. it an imperative duty, under 
the act of Congress of May 1822, and under the compact made with 
the State, to see that the States entitled to the three per cent: ari- 
sing from the sales of the public lands, had appropriated that already 
received, to the objects-specified in the compact, and the act referr- 
ed to, and to no other purpose. He thought he was bound to withold 
this fund, whenever the State had made any disposition of what she 
had received, which was inconsistent with the meaning and intention 
ofthe compact and act in question. He expressed to me his opin- 
ion that the disposition made by the State, ofa part of this fund, un- 
der the act of the last Legislature of this State, was unauthorized 
by the compact, and by the act of Congress, and therefore he should 


be bound to withold the residue, unless-Congress should act upon ` 


the subject, and take off the restrictions. Col. Benton, in reply, re- 
marks: I have had a conversation with the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry. on the subject of your letter to me, and he informs me that he 
wants alegal sanction for the payment of this fund, and suggested 
that the name of Missouri should be added toa bill for the same in 
behalf of Illinois, which is now maturing intoa law.

| ATTORNEY GeneraL’s OFFICE, 
| City of Jefferson, January 11, 1831. t 
| To the Honorable, the House of Representatives : 
resolution which passed on the 8th inst. was received at this 
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office last evening. By this resolution the Attorney General is fe 
‘quested to inform the House of Representatives what time will be 
required for him finally to settle all the business of the Loan Offices 
of the first and second districts. According to the information I 
have received, there must yet be debts undisposed of in any way due 
the State by these offices to the amount of $11,500: In many cases 
it will be necessary to proceed against executors or administrators 
ef debtors or their securities. Some debtors have removed to other 
‘parts of this State, and some beyond the limits of this state. but with- 
in the United States. Their debts will be sent after them, as soon 
as the necessary arrangements can be made. Some have gone on 
business to the Mexican Republic; when they return, proceedings 
will be had against them. In some instances suits were breught_on- 
ly against one of several joint obligors, suits will be brought against 
the others where the money has not been made in the first suit. From 
the best information I can get, considerable sums have been collect- 
‘ed by Sheriffs and others, which have not found their way into the 
Treasury. Numerous small balancesare due on jadgments.. In 
some itstances notes were executed by agents; to maintain suits, 
proof of the agency will have to be hunted ‘up. One debt of about 
one thousand dollars, due by Duff Green, is in this situation. I be- 
lieve I can prove the authority of the agent, but the witness has 
Deen absent from this State and I believe is yet absent, although ex- 
pected to return. Im some instances, debtors have pleaded the iHe- 
gality ofthe contract or consideration, and succeeded in obtaining 
judgment. But there are many who did not put in such pleas, and 
I have no doubt there will still be many whose sense of honor, and 
others whose fear of public indignation will prevent them from 
pleading such pleas.
